Power and Fortune, and Innocence and Truth inſulted 
-and-diftrefſed, becauſe deſtitute of Friends and Money: 

A well as my Hopes and Wiſhes,that your L—fhip will 
a as becomes your Character and Station in the 
Church, and the publick Declarations of your Charity 
and Tenderneſs which you have made both from the

Pulpit and in Print; and the Afſarances given of your 
Readineſs to redreſs and relieve the Injured. All theſe 
Motives have induced Me to Addreſs this plain but ne- 
ceſſary Remonftrance to your L—ſhip, wherein, I ſhall 
freely and fincerely lay before You, what are not only 
my Sentiments, but the unanimous Thoughts of moſt, 
if not, of All the Laiety in your L—ſhip's Dioceſe of 
C--rk and R--ſs. 

They have all with Amazement and Wonder, as well 
as with Trouble and Reſentment ſeen your L-ſhip vehe- 
mently and for ſeveral Years, proſecute, and at laſt ruin 
and diſgrace a poor Clergyman, for what your L—ſhip

But 

I am provok'd to fee an aukward Flatterer with his ill 

placed Praiſe, ſo confidently affirm what We know to 

be otherwiſe, and to impoſe upon, and bear us down 
with his Front and ignorant Aſſeverations. 

The only Thing like an Argument which this pre-

reaſonable Satisfaction or In terceſſions of Others, fur 


What he only reſents; if he hurries on the Trial of 
this poor Man, unable to contend with him, if he be- 


trays him into a Conſeſſion, and upon that condemns 
him, and will not allow him a fair and legal Defence, 
but ruins and difgraces Him, for what is no Offence to 
God or Man, or Injury to any Perſon living. Tho he 
ſhould ſolemnly and aloud proclaim bis own Mercy, For- 
bearance and Charity, No Man will believe him, but 
will look upon ſuch Judge and his Proceedings, to be 


unmerciful, implacable and unforgiving : and that per- 


ſonal Conſiderations and partial Regards, weigh more 
with ſuch a Man, than his pretended Regard for Law 
and his Office. 


Believe Me, My Lord, it is thus the World ſtates 


the Caſe betwixt You and Mr, D-{-s, and indeed Mat- 
ters have been carried with ſo high a Hand, The Proofs 
of his being inveigled and betrayed into a Conſeſſion, ſo 
fully laid Open, and the foul Play fo expoſed by the 
D—n of C-r4, that it is in vain t defend the Proceed- 
ing, nor will Men be impoſed on with plauſible Gloſſes 
and Stories. | 

So little Service has the Examiner done to the Cauſe 
he undertook to defend, that he has ſhocked the Ears 
and Hearts of every Man of common Humanity and 
good Nature, and expoſed a Malice of Heart, which I 
did not imagine any Chriſtian, much lefs a Clergyman 
capable of, which your L-ſhip may ſee in his Concluſion 
of his Second Part, Page 17.

The other Clergyman who writes in Defence of the 
Proceedings againſt Mr. D-l!-s, and ſubſcribes Philoca- 
tos, which muſt be a miſtake for Philocacos, promiſes in 
his Title Page to ſubmit this Cafe to the unprejudiced of 


all Denominations Lay as well as Clerical, but begins by 


quoting Scripture in a burleſque Manner, and with a 
Stupid Aim at Wit, banters his Readers, as if he pre- 
ſum'd he might eaſily impoſe on their Ignorance. 


But pray, My Lord, review his two Pamphlets and 


you'll ſee how unfairly and wretchedly he has handled 
the ſubject, and has induſtriouſly or ignorantly not fo 
much as touched upon the chief Points in Diſpute. Mr. 

D-1l-s's Complaint in his Appeal to the Puhlick was, that 
the Bp. of C- xt had paſs'd a Sentence of Degredation on 
Him, upon a Clauſe of an old and obfolete Canon, for” 
a Fact with which Every Man of his Profeflion was 
chargeable, as well as He. That when he might have 
made a good Defence, his L—ſhip inveigled and deluded 
him into a Submiſſion and Confeſſion, by the Revd. The 
D—n of C—4, which the D—n has declared in Print to 
be true, and his L—ſhip has acknowledged, That upon 
this Confeſſion alone, fo procured, the Bp. without far- 
ther hearing, excluded him from the Benefit of all legal 
Defence, and without due Form of Law, and clande- 

ſtinely condemned Him. 5 

That the Conſeſſion and Penance in Church, deman- 
ded by his L—ſhip, was what no Honeft Man could 


make, unworthy of his L—ſhip to expect, or any Clergy-

Theſe are the principal and ſole Topics on this Sub- 
ject, and all other Matters are foreign to this Controverſy. 

Upon theFizſt, Philacacos has done nothing, but cited 
the anos at Length, and left out the main Part of Mr.

been to marry in Houſes? and I am equally certain, 
that our Clergymen look'd upon a Licenſe, as a ſuffici- 
ent Warrant to do ſo, without any Fear of the Vio- 
lation or Penalty of any Canon, 

On the 2d Head, of the B—p's Promiſes of Im- 
punity and Favour, by the Dean to Mr. D-/l-s, he has 
not ſpoke a Word, and yet roundly juſtifies the Sen- 
tence paſt on Him in Breach of Honour and Faith. 

And he as wiſely paſſes over the illegal Proceedings 
and foul Play, in the Trial and paſſing Sentence, with 
ſome light gloſſing and colouring over of what he could 
not defend and juſtify. | 

On the laſt Head, he has not the Candor and Honeſty 
to conſider the Nature of the Confeflion preſcribed by 
the Bp. or of the reaſonable Submiſſion offered by Mr. 
D. Vs, but aſſures us, he ought to have accepted of 
the B-p's, at any Rate; and abuſes the Scripture Ex-

: — has not this Philocaces ated a moſt diſingenu- 
ous and diſhoneſt Part, to profeſs ſolemnly to ſtate the 
Caſe fairly to the Unprejudiced of all Sorts, and yet 
omit the principal and fole Points in Diſpute ? With 
what Aſſurance can a Man ſetup. for an Impartial Judge 
and Umpire ina Cauſe, and promiſe a fair and full Diſ- 
guiſition of it, when inſtead of this he ſhows * —

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Favour to the One Party, and omits all the ſtrong 
Proofs of the Other, and then decides with equal Te- 
merity and Impudence to the Indignation and Contempt 
of the Hearers ? 

Inſtead of conſidering the Nature of the Proceedings 
he was to vindicate, he amuſes Us with other Things of 
no Conſequence to the Debate, as in the firſt Place, he 
is at great Pains to give Us Reaſons, why the B—p 
inhibited Mr. D- from the Office of his Miniſtry.

] have ſeen, and Mr. D-/l-s is ready to produce, un- 
doubted Teſtimonials of his Character and Behaviour 
from his being a School- h to this very Day, and 
therefore he may diſregard all ſuch malicious Inſinuations 
and Slanders. Has he not already in anſwer to ſuch 
Calumnies of this Author, and the Examiner Examin- 
ed, printed Certificates ſigned by Perſons of known 
Credit and Character of his unblameable Life for theſe 
twenty eight Years paſt ?

or a C-bl-r muſt appear to every Reader of common Judg- 
ment.— And thus he proceeds blundering and confuſing 
Times and Incidents, and with his uſual Veracity, ſupport- 
ing Malice with Falſhood, and confirming poor Abuſe with 
paltry Invention, ſends Mr. D s from Charleville to 
Choyne, to beg Bread and a Cure, whereas the Bp. of 
Choyne ſent for Mc, D-l/-s, two Years after he was ſettled 
in Cork, and offered him a Cure. And having thus be- 
wildered himſelf and his Readers, jumbling Times, Facts, 
Lies, Places, Perſons, Slanders and Fictions, in a moſt
